the platform, deciding the

for seats and selecting the permanent 
officers of the convention. 


The vice presidential tangle has 


developed factional feeling in Indiana 
and Iowa. 
The situation in the two 


states is not identical, but in both 
there are prominent Republicans on 
both sides 
of the 
question 
as to 


whether the state should bid for the 
honor of naming the runningmate for 
the presidential nominee. The latest 
phase of the Iowa situation is that 
Gov. 
Cummins' following may show 


only a lukewarm interest in the state 
campaign for the election of B. F Car- 
roll as governor and other candidates 
for state offices if opponents of Cum- 
mins continue to bar the way to Sen- 
ator Dolliver's nomination for vice- 
president. The ticket headed by Car- 
roll •was named at state primaries at 
which Senator Allison defeated Gov- 
ernor Cummins for a seat in the Sen- 
ate and the state 
ticket is not re- 


garded 
as 
frientdly 
to Cummins. 


While Governor Cummins 
and his 


, frfneds would be expected to suppart 
' the choice of the Republicans of the 
| state as expressed at the primaries, 
' it is believed there might be serious 
defection in the rasiks if such a direct 
slap at Cummins as that proposed by 
the Iowa delegation is given. 


A majority of the Indiana delega- 


tion now desire to put foi th their best 
efforts to promote the renomination of 
Fairbanks, but Senator Hemenway, 
Governor Hanly and James P. Good- 
rich, the chairman of the state central 
committee, all de!egates-at-large and 
Joseph B. Kealing, political manager 
for the vice president, are holding out 
strongly against the suggestion that 


i Mr. Fairbanks' name be withdrawn as 
' a candidate for president. Their argu- 
1 ment. stated bnefly, is that Indiana 
1 instructed its delegates to woik for 


the nomination of Fanbanks for the 
jiiesidency and not for any other of- 
fice. They ha\e lefused to be mo\ed 
by the argument from some other 
members of the delegation that Mr. 
Fairbanks may not secure first place, 
and that bis continuance as a candi- 
date for president is denrojmg what- 
ever opportunity the state has to fur- 
nish the vice iirpsiclent. 


Practically the \\hole 
Republican 


state ticket hns arrived in Chicago 


I prepared to insist that an Ind.ana

er it be first or second place, if polit-

gan. Addressing the>deiegates, Chair- 
man New said: "Gentlemen of

Burrows, senator from Michigan, and 
presents his name for your

ance." 


The mention of Burrows' name was 


the signal for another outburst 
oi 


applause during which one of 
the 


"big four" from Michigan jumped to 
his feet with the motion, "That the 
action of the national committee* be 
approved." 
The motion was put and 


agreed to unanimously. Amid cheers 
Senator Burrows, who is one of the 
stalwarts of the senate, and chairman 
of the privileges and elections com- 
mittee, member of the 
finance com 


mittee and one of those selected to 
formulate a plan during the summer 
for the revision of tariff, then stepped 
forward. 
He was greeted enthusias- 


tically, the Michigan delegation being 
especially noisy. When the 
tumuli 


had subsided Senator Burrows began 
the reading of the formal opening ad- 
dress of the convention, which, ac- 
cording to tradition is to be the key- 
note of the coming campaign.

BIG INCREASE 


Of Hisjh School Students in Past Six 


Ready hi Fall. 


With the closing or 
the 
present 


school year, as usual the instructors 
and heads of departments are making 
preparations for the following school 
year's work. 


The 1908 class of 05 graduates was 


the largest ever presented with di- 
plomas by the Newark Board of Edu- 
cation, and, judging from the increase 
in the annual total enrollment 
of 


the High school, to which the number 
of graduates is from a certain stand- 
ard proportionate to an extent, next 
year's class will be even larger. 


Owing to the fact that there are so 


many optional studies in the present 
High school system, and, also, that 
many of the students have some one 
or two branches behind their regular 
class course, it is a very difficult mat- 
ter to classify the students so that 
each is identified with any one par- 
ticular class. 


The records of Superintendent Sim- 


kins on the increase in 
the 
High 


school enrollment show that in the 
year 1901-2 the total enrollment of 
the High school 
was 284 in 1902-3, 


283; 
in 1903-4, 299; in 1904-5, 365; in 


1905-6, 420; in 1906-7, 469; in 1907-8. 
520. 
It is expected that there will be 


about 200 Eighth grade pupils to en- 
ter the High school next year. 


The addition to the building will be 


completed by the time school is ready 
to open in September, and will offer 
extra accommodations for about 400 
students. In all, there will be about 
12 more rooms for school purposes— 
class recitation 
and study rooms. 


This' figure does not include the large 
department of manual training, which 
is to be quartered in the basement of 
the new structure, nor does it include 
the chapel auditorium, an idea of the 
size of which can. be gained from its 
seating capacity, which is estimated 
at 1,000. 


iSome extra room will be required 


for offices of the principal, and possi- 
bly the superintendent of public in- 
struction and the board of education. 
However these. latter two are not yet 
decided' upon. 


It is understood that a big propor- 


tion of this year's graduates are pre- 
paring to enter college 
next 
year, 


while nearly all of them have either 
left the city or are preparing to leave 
for vacation and general rest.

"Banker's row" al the Ohio Peni- 


tentiary will soon be only a memory, 
says the Ohio State Journal. 
That 


famous tier of cells in wliich have 
been confined men who have wrecked j 
financial institutions either by ap- 
propriating the funds for their per- 
sonal use or by unlawful investment 
is to pass out of existence. 


Word was received in Columbus last 


night that the United States govern- 
ment authorities had decided not to 
send federal prisoners to the 
Ohio 


penitentiary hereafter, if they have 
been sentenced for more than 
one 


year. 
The order comes direct from 


Attorney General Bonaparte and will 
be put into effect, af once. The major- 
ity of the bankers now confined in the 
penitentiary arc held for terms ex- 
ceeding one year and as they com- 
plefe their terms "bankers' row" will 
gradually 
be 
deserted. The cells 


which have been so elegantly furnish- 
ed will br> occupied by common horse 
thievos anrl burglars and the most In- 
teresting part of the big prison will 
be mentioned only in its history. 


The_ order is the result of a new 


poliry of the 
government to 
make 


more use of its federal prisons. 
The 


effect will be to work a hardship on 
those convicted of wrecking banks, it 
is explained. Hereafter they will be 
sent to the federal prisons in differ- 
ent t>arts of the country, where they 
will have no more privileges than the 
plain burglars. 


It is understood 
that President 


Roosevelt believes that much federal 
punishment misses fire by the use of 
state prisons, through politics and 
various influences. Not only the Ohio 
peitentiary but all the state prisons 
will be 'effected by the order.

In this connection it can be safely

Provides Monetary Commission. 


Id the meantime, however, the Re- 


publican paity is not indifferent to 
the necessity of a further and com- 
prehensive revision of our monetary 
and banking system, and to that end 
ths congress just closed authorized 
the creation of a monetary commis- 
sion compos 1 of 18 members of the 
two houses of congress, clothed with 
power to inquire into and report to 
congress at the earliest date practic- 
able what changes are necessary or 
desirable in the monetary system cf 
the United States. Tirs commission 
has already organized and entered 
upon its labors and will diligently 
prosecute its labors with the hope of 
formulating a monetary system that 
will meet every legitimate business 
need and promote the prosperity of 
all of our people. 


Tbe participation of the United 


State in the Pan-American conference 


at Rio dj Janeiro In August 1900, and 
the visit of Secretary Root to that 
conference and to all the principal 
maritime countries of South America, 
where he was received with universal 
acclaim, put an end to the suspicion 
and distrust with which the growing 
power of the United States was re- 
garded by tne Latin-American races 
and began a new era 
of friendship 


and sympathy between all the Ameri- 
can republics. 


The building of the Panama canal, 


the most colo-sal undertaking of the 
century, the successful completion of 
which is now assured, makes it more 
important to the United States than 
ever 
before that 
there shall 
be- 


no hostile control of the route be- 
tween either our great Atlantic and 
Pacific^ports and the isthmus. 
For 


that the people inhabiting the islands 
and shores of the Caribbean shall 
maintain independent, peaceful and 
prosperous government. 
The policy 


of the United States to aid them in 
maintaining such 
governments 
has 


been prosecuted- with special success 
during the last four years. 


With the active participation of the 


delegates of the United States the 
second international peace conference 
at The Hague in the summer of 1907 
entered into agreements which, taken 
together, have been declared by high 
authority to constitute one of the 
greatest advances ever made towards 
the reasonable and- peaceable regula- 
tion pf international conduct. 
Im- 


portant among these treaties was the 
agreement proposed and urged upon 
the conference by the United States 
under which all the civilized powers 
agree not to use force for the collec- 
tion of contract debts 
claimed by 


their citizens against other countries 
so long as the alleged debtor seeks 
the protection of the arbitration as 
to the justice and the amount of the 
debt or time and mode In which it 
ought to be paid. 


Signs Arbitration Treaties. 


Following the action of The Hague 


convention in providing greater fa- 
cilities for t'ne use of the permanent 
court of arbitration at The Hague, 
the United States has put itself upon 
the basis of the peaceful settlement 
of international disputes by including 
general treaties of arbitration w'.th 
England. France. Spain, Portugal, the 
Netherlands, D imark, Sweden. Nor- 
way, Switzerland, Italy, Mexico and 
Japan, 
while many 
other 
sirr'.lar 


treaties are in course of negotiation. 


The questions between Japan and 


the United States which caused so 


much public excitement in the year 


1907 
have been disposed- of to the 


satisfaction of the people of 
both 


countries. 
The friendship and sym- 


pathy between the two governments 
have now been signalized by the gen- 
eral treaty of arbitration concluded 
between them, by the invitation and 
acceptance of the invitation for the 
visit of our fleet at Tokyo and by 
the response of the United States to 
the invitation dt Japan to participate 
in the great exposition which is to be 
held at Tokyo in the year 1912. 


The unfriendly feelings among the 


people of China which grew out of the 
enfoi cement of the Chinese exclusion 
law and led to the boycott of Ameri- 
can trade in China has been restored 
to its natural course. 


Tariff Wars Averted. 


Threatened tariff wars between the 


United States and Cermany and be- 
tween the United States and France 
have been 
averted 
by commercial 


agreements between the United States 
and each of those countries made 
under the authority ~ given 
to 
the 


president in-the third section of the 
Dingley larifE act.

But the crowning act in this drama 


was that in which the president him- 
self took the 
initiative, 
halted the 


armies of Russia and Japan, bringing 
about an honorable and, it is to be 
hoped, enduring peace.
